Hoester, presiding judge of the 
circuit court, asking that no 
more cases be assigned to him 
for the present. He said Judge 
Hoester agreed to the request. 
In the note, Judge Poelker said 
he expects to be absolved of the 
charge and will resume _ his 
duties then. 

The court, sitting en banc to- 
day, unanimously approved 
Judge Poelker’s request to be 
relieved of his dutiés. Judge 
Poelker attended and made the | 
motion seeking approval. 

$20,500 Income Alleged. 

A county grand jury Saturday 
indicted Judge Poelker on the 
income tax charge. The grand 
jury had been investigating the 
judge’s financial affairs. 

The indictment charged that 
Judge Poelker, whose salary is 
$15,000 a year, had a gross tax- 
able income of $20,500 in 1959 
but did not file a Missouri ‘in- 
come tax return.

BOSTON, June 5 (UPI)—Ber- 
nard Goldfine was sentenced to- 
day to a year and a day in pri- 
son and fined $110,000 for eva- 
sion of $790,000 in personal and 
corporate income taxes. 

The industrialist’s secretary, 
Miss Mildred Paperman, 
was a co-defendant in one in- 
dictment, was sentenced to three 
years and put on probation. 

An additional 18-month 
tence against Goldfine was sus- 
pended on condition that he pay 
the taxes due with penalties and 
interest and also disclose what 
was done with $600,000 in cash. 

United States District Judge 
George C. Sweeney, who imposed 
the sentences, said the court 
was informed that $600,000 in

Made Lavish Gifts. 

Goldfine, 70-year-old textile 
and real estate millionaire, made 
headlines three years ago in 
Senate hearings on influence in 
Washington.

The Communist party has been 
fighting for the last 10 years 
against an order by the Sub- 
versive Activities Control Board 
that it must register as a Com- 
munist. action group 

Justice Frankfurter declared 
that the registration order was 
not an invasion of the rights of 
freedom of advocacy and associ- 
ation guaranteed by the First 
Amendment. 

In the membership opinion, 
Justice John M. Harlan spoke 
for the majority. 

Most prosecutions under the

CIUDAD TRUJILLO, June 
The Dominican. government an- 
nounced early today that se- 
curity police last night had shot 
and killed the alleged ringleader 
and another member of the gang 
of assassins that killed Gen- 
eralissimo Rafael Trujillo last 
Tuesday,

Juan Tomas Diaz, named as 
the brains of the plot, was killed 
outright in a battle in downtown 
Ciudad Trujillo. Antonio de la 
Maza Vasquez was wounded and 
died later in an army hospital. 

Officials took reporters to an 
air-force hospital at San Isidro, 
12 miles from the capital, and 
showed them the bodies. The 
bodies, riddled with bullets, were 
unmistakably those of Diaz and 
De la Maza. 

A few hours earlier, the gov- 
ernment said, two other alleged 
members of the gang were cap- 
tured without a struggle. Luis 
Manuel (Tunti) Caceres Michel 
was taken perisoner in Bonao, 60 
miles north of the capital, and 
Salvador Estrella Sadhala was 
taken in Ciudad Trujillo. Of 11 
men named as participats in the 
plot, three remain at large. Five 
are in custody and three have 
been reported killed resisting 
capture. 

Had Trujillo’s Pistol. 


A pistol carried by the Domini- 
can dictator when he was at- 


‘tacked and killed was found in 


De la Maza’s possession, au- 
thorities reported. They said he 
had dropped his own pistol at 
the scene and had picked up 
Trujillo's. 

A communique issued by Gen. 
Rafael Trujillo Jr., chief of staff 
of the armed forces, gave this 
account of the battle: 

Diaz and De la Maza appeared 
last night at the home of a 
friend in Ciudad Trujillo and 
asked for refuge. .The friend re- 
fused and notified security po- 
lice.

dents need more attention when 
in reality the bright students re- 
quire a greater challenge. 
Degrees were conferred on 
1100 graduates in the ceremo- 
nies at the university’s Field 
House. Three persons received 
honorary doctor’s degrees. 


Irving Dilliard, former editor 
of the editorial page of the 
Post-Dispatch, and Senator 
Lister Hill of Alabama were 
awarded honorary doctor of 
laws degrees. Roy S. Glasgow, 
a former faculty member and 
dean emeritus of the United 
States Naval Postgraduate 
School at Monterey, Calif, re- 
ceived the degree of honorary 
doctor of science. 


7 Years for Einstein. 


Stoddard said that as a for- 
mer psychologist he was con- 
vinced ‘‘the time factor is im- 
portant in learning.” 


“Einstein took seven years to 
get his Ph.D.,” he said. ‘‘Did 
he go around complaining that 
such a bright boy should get out 
of school early? Apparently 
not.’’ 

The fallacy of ‘‘the duller you 
are the more college you need’”’ 
is, in. part, a byproduct of the 
boredom afflicting brighter pre 
college students as they advance 
through the grades, Stoddard 
Said. 

“Teachers tend to ignore such 
students, feeling they must con- 
centrate on those who are fail- 
ing,” he said. ‘‘College planners, 
determined to rescue students 
from this unhappy business, turn 
to the other extreme. They push 
the student out of the classroom. 
They contrive the all-purpose 
examination. 

“If a student can pass it while 
refusing to show up as a warm 
body and a glowing mind, that is 
considered a very good thing. It 
saves the wear and tear of j 
structors; it reduces. expenses.”’ 
But, Stoddard added, there is a 
hidden defect, ‘‘a misconception 
of the nature of time in human 
affairs.’’ 


How We Learn To Do. 

“We learn by being placed in 
learning situations,’ he said. ““We 
Jearn to do neither by thinking 
nor by doing, but by thinking 
about what we are doing,” he 
said. 

“If the work of a student in 
absentia is a better preparation 
for a college degree than by 


teaching by professors having full 


access to books, laboratories and 
the give-and-take of recitations, 
there is something wrong with 
the college.’ 

“Learning is not something 
poured over a person like a rich 
sauce,” he said. The ‘lump of 
Jearning”’ theory leads to substi- 
tuting information for knowledge 
and knowledge about something 
for performance, creativeness 
and wisdom, he said. 

“Surely there is ever more to 
know. The world of the intellect, 
like the universe itself, is ex- 
panding. It takes thousands of 
years to show the tiniest im- 
provement in inherited structure,

CITES CONTINUING 
PRUBLEM OF BLIGHT 


There is widespread belief 
that clearing the Mill Creek 
area may have increased the 
rehabilitation problems of some 
of the older neighborhoods in 
the city, Eugene I. Johnson of 
Washington University said yes- 
terday. 

Johnson, director of the Civic 
Education Center and assistant 
dean Of University College of 
Washington University, ad- 
dressed the eighteenth annual 
fellowship membership meeting 
of the St. Louis Federation of 
Block Units. 

Speaking on ‘‘Preventing the 
Spread of Blight and Commu- 
nity Decay,”’ Johnson asserted 
it is necessary to make certain 
in future slum clearance pro- 
grams that the supply of new 
housing is adequate to take care 
of displaced families so they do 
not become an additional pres- 
sure on already overcrowded 
neighborhoods. 

The city, he said, is likely to 
have a problem of blight and 
decay for a long time to come 
because of the continuing move- 
ment here of large numbers of 
people from rural areas and 
small towns 

The newcomers are usually 
people lack the necessary 
skills to earn a living, Johnson 
told more than 300 persons at 
the meeting at the Downtown 
Y.W.C.A., 1411 Locust street. The

Burden of Bingham 

The Mercantile Library is most 
grateful for the tribute which 
George McCue has paid to the li- 
brary’s collection of sketches by 
George Caleb Bingham. These are 
now on exhibition at the City Art 
Museum as a part of its sesquicen- 
tennial Bingham exhibition. We at 
the library are delighted that it has 
at last become possible to properly 
exhibit them so that their artistic 
quality can be widely appreciated. 

As Mr. McCue quite correctly 
notes, the cost of the restoration 
and matting which makes such ex- 
hibition possible -was substantial. 
The St. Louis and Kansas City Art 
Museums at which the restored 
sketches are first being exhibited 
contributed generously toward this 
cost. However, almost 90 per cent 
of the total cost remained to be 
borne by the library out of its capi- 
tal funds, since expenses of our nor- 
mal operations exhaust our current 
income. 

We make this point lest Mr. Mc- 
Cue’s statement as to the sharing 
of costs leave the impression that 
they were so spread as to relieve 
the library of substantial financial 
burden. Such an impression could 
only prejudice the appeal which the 
library must make to its friends in 
order to restore this necessary 
funds inroad upon its capital.

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The Last Month 


Missourians last year adopted a constitu- 


tional amendment giving the Legislature an 


additional month to work on bills and two 


weeks more for technical processing. Thus 
the usual last-minute rtish act has been ad- 
vanced from May to June. With so little time 
left, how does the record stand? 

Gov. Dalton seems assured of a good share 
of his program, with some alterations. He 
won early acceptance of his revenue bills for 
income tax withholding and higher liquor 
and cigarette levies. Only’ afew days ago 
the Legislature relieved the tightness of his 
budget by passing a use and sales tax bill 
combining industrial exemptions. The prob- 
lem here was to protect state revenue without 
discouraging industrial growth, and the legis- 
lators seem to have solved it. 

The Governor campaigned strongly for con- 
flict. of-interest and traffic safety legislation. 
The House has advanced bills for a mild code 
of official ethics and for lobby registration: 
the Senate has moved mieasures for a point 
system driver's license and chemical-tests tor 
drunk drivers. These bills are-not yet out of 
difficulty, but they will be passed if the legis- 
lators consider the problem of defending in- 
action to their constituents back home. 

* o ° 

Missouri's school foundation program evi- 
dently will win full financing. But Gov. Dal- 
ton’s request for authorization for new: area 
junior colleges requires final Senate action. 
In the next decade thousands of young Mis- 
sourians will demand these new higher educa- 
tional facilities. 

The mental health program, emerging slow- 
ly from the backwoods of neglect, needs 
even better financing. It will get additional 
help if the Senate agrees with the House deci- 
sion to provide five million dollars more than 
the Governor recommended, making equiva- 
lent cuts in other offices. 

While the House defeated a bill to prohibit 
racial discrimination in public accommoda- 
tions, by only four votes, the Senate has 
adopted a fair employment practices bill. 
Though weakened, the latter would be a start 
toward more equal job opportunities. 

One major part of the Governor’s program 
is in serious trouble. For state highways he 
recommended a 2-cent increase in Missouri's 
3-cent gasoline tax, lowest in the nation. But 
so far oil lobbyists and rural road supporters 
have had the upper hand in the Capitol. Their 
bill would give the main highways only one 
cent, and make even that contingent upon di- 
verting the other penny to counties and cities 
for local roads. This proposed constitutional 
amendment is contrary to Missouri’s experi- 
ence and present road requirements, and may 
be defeated at the polls. The legislators 
should not persist on so aimless a course. 

~ + * 

Apart from the Governor’s program, the 
legislative record is notable for some deliber- 
ate omissions. Pressured by lobbyists, the 
legislators have ignored a bill to put the utili- 
ty rate-making formula back on a basis of 
actual investment, and have defeated a meas- 
ure to control billboards on new highways. 
There was little legislative enthusiasm for 
a. proposal to strengthen gubernatorial leader- 
ship by ending the one-term limit on gover- 
nors. The death of such measures in this 
session will only lead to their resurrection in 
the next. 

From the record, it appears that the Legisla- 
ture needed its extra month because of the 
growing weight of its agenda. Still, the last 
four weeks are more important than the pre- 
vious 21. During June the public may keep 
a close eye on Jefferson City, with judgment 
reserved. 


Solving Missile Base Rows 

It is to be hoped that Secretary of Labor 
Goldberg is correct in his belief that the 
labor and management pledges, plus the new 
conciliation machinery, will-end work stop- 
pages at space and missile bases. 

secretary Goldberg seems quite sure of the 
pledges of co-operation he has won from 
labor and management. President Kennedy’s 
executive order establishes machinery that 
could function well unless there are mistakes 
in choice of personnel to operate it. This 
does not seem likely with Mr. Goldberg as the 
head of the new 11-man Missiles Sites Labor 
Commission and William E. Simkin, director 
of the Federal Mediation Service, as vice 
chairman. The public, labor and manage- 
ment each will be represented by three men. 
Together they will develop “policies, pro- 
cedures and methods” for adjusting ‘any dis- 
putes between labor and contractors. 

The commission is to set up for each site 
a committee representing labor organizations, 
manufacturers and contractors. The local 
committee will have the important assign- 
ments of establishing fact-finding panels and 
obtaining agreements for final and binding 
arbitration. If any of these local committees 
can not solve a problem, the 1l-man commis- 
sion will take over. 

Pentagon bungling and management errors 
have played their part in delaying the work 
on missile bases. The Administration must 
resolve to minimize those as well as the labor 
disputes. Certainly it will be held responsible 
for vigorous prosecution of the Goldberg pro- 
gram. If that doesn’t work, legislation will 
be needed. 


Will Senator Mackie Help? 


The fate of the attempt to revive the St. 
Louis School Board’s reorganization bill is in 
the hands of State Senator W. O. Mackie’s 
education committee, 11 of whose 13 mem- 
bers are from outstate, which may be a good 
thing. St. Louisans were responsible for the 
measure having been throttled in committee 
in the House. 

No doubt Senator Mackie has sufficient in- 
fluence with his colleagues to see that the 
bill reaches the Senate floor, and we hope he 
exerts it. Senator T. D. McNeal is the only 
st. Louisan on the committee. He ran as sup- 
porter of the “unit control” principle that the 
proposal would effectively carry out. Senator 
John J. Johnson of Affton also is a member. 
It is hard to see why he or any of the others 
would object to a request of the duly-elected 
members of the St. Louis School Board for a 
change in the law that would permit the sys- 
tem here to organize itself more efficiently. 

As presently set up the St. Louis school 
System is an administrative oddity with four 
heads, somewhat similar to a city trying to 
operate with four mayors instead of one. 
Consequently it is cumbersome to operate, 
unnecessarily wasteful of tax money, and an 
easy target for expioitation by the ward poli- 
ticians. It inhibits the professional educators 


from providing the kind of direction and 
leadership the children deserve. In short, it 
is most undesirable ‘and ought to be abolished 


in favor of the sensible reorganization the’ 


School Board proposes, which essentially 
would make the Superintendent the Board’s 
lone executive agent. 

Senator Mackie can help the cause of public 
education in St. Louis by seeing to it that his 
committee reports the reorganization bill 
favorably and quickly. 


Guarding Other People’s Money 

Pension funds are growing by leaps and 
bounds, They already have reserves of about 
$35,000,000,000 for the benefit of approxi- 
mately 85,000,000 persons. Some. of these 
funds are managed by employers; others by 
unions. Some are under joint management: 
and still others are in the hands of banks and 
insurance companies. Primarily for the pro- 
tection of their beneficiaries, but also because 
of their increasing importance in the econ- 
omy, such funds should be carefully guarded 
against abuse. 

President Kennedy-—-with the support of 
Labor Secretary Goldberg—has asked Con- 
gress for new legislation for this. purpose. He 
sponsored such a measure—the Welfare and 
Pension Plans Disclosure Act of 1958—as a 
Senator, but this was watered down to over- 
come opposition in the House. Secretary 
Goldberg now says that its “reliance on self- 
policing” has proved ineffective, and that he 
lacks authority to guard the funds as they 
should be guarded. 

Broadly, the President wants the Labor Sec- 
retary to be able to investigate, and to prose- 
cute violators. He wants fuller reports on 
fund operation than the “summaries” now 
required, and he wants administrators to 
keep records for at least five years. 

Aside from embezzlement, other people’s 
money can be a temptation to kickbacks by 
favored insurance companies, as well as in 
connection with stock purchases and other 
investments. Such abuses are felonies; but 
as Mr. Kennedy said when the law was 
adopted, it makes the Secretary “little more 
than the recipient of reports.” In signing it, 
President Eisenhower agreed that “if it is 
to.be at all effective, it will require extensive 
amendment.” And President Meany of the 
ALF-CIO recently said that “in 1956 we re- 
garded the bill as inadequate, among other 
reasons, because it did not adequately guard 
against abuses by employers and insurance 
companies.” 

Thus there is general approval of the Presi- 
dent’s proposal. Men of integrity will not be 
offended by a tightening up of the law. They 
will recognize—as Congress should—that this 
is necessary to keep the unlawful from ex- 
ploiting the innocent. For that, it is indis- 
pensable. 


Mr. Corley’s Stable 


The new chairman of the Republican Na- 
tional Committee, Representative Miller of 
New York, says the party will make a ‘‘maxi- 
mum effort” in Missouri next year to elect a 
tepublican in place of Senator Edward Long. 
Who will be the candidate? Francis Corley of 
St. Louis, the Republican National Committee- 
man for Missouri, says a “‘whole stable of 
candidates” is developing. This is welcome 
news in the interest of a two-party system in 
the state, but the stable has not been very 
evident so far and it is none too soon for a 
senatorial candidate to begin making himself 
known statewide. There is only one likely 
possibility at the moment, as a matter of fact, 
and that is Representative Curtis of Webster 
Groves who is serving his fifth term in the 
House and who faces formidable obstacles to 
re-election. If there are others in the stable, 
they are dark horses.

In this praxicopomatic* world, Castro rides 
high and the junta rules in Korea despite any- 
thing said or done in Washington.

Gen. De Gaulle agrees with President Ken- 
nedy on West Berlin; but he has not changed 
his mind about refusing to put French troops 
under the NATO-commander who would have 
to defend the city. 


Meanwhile Alistair Cooke complains of the 
facelessness of the modern community in 
which a man “passes the day behind the steel 
and glass curtain wall that abolishes his pri- 
vacy and under the fluorescent light that in- 
duces fatigue.” But Robert Moses is going 
to tear down the handsome approaches to 
Manhattan Bridge, with their sculpture by 
Daniel Chester French, to provide more space 
for nondescript expressways and automobiles. 


Speaking of automobiles, Detroit continues 
—with the help of fewer and fewer workers 
—to make them longer and longer and lower 
and lower. But the White House is to have a 
new limousine with an elevator back-seat 
which can be raised higher and higher to dis- 
play visiting excellencies to the curb crowds. 

Congress is being told by the American 
Medical Association not to provide Social Se- 
curity insurance for health care in old age. 
Yet Representatives and Senators alike seem 
willing to provide with alacrity the first in- 
stallment of the estimated $40,000,000,000 cost 
of sending a man to the moon where, for all 
we,kKnow, he may be in danger of a surfeit 
of green cheese.

The Negro Population in St. Louis 


Increasing and Shifting Westward, Minority Group Challenges Restrictive Pattern 


From a Report by the 
Urban League of St. Louis, Inc. 


The 1960 United States Census re- 
vealed that in the decade between 1950 
and 1960 the Negro population in the 
state of Missouri rose from 297,088 to 
390,853, a net increase of 93,765 or 
31.6 per cent. During. the same period 
the white population in the state 
showed a net increase of only 7.13 or 
from 3,655,593 to 3,922,967. 

Almost two thirds or 64 per cent of 
the increase in the Negro population 
in the state occurred in St. Louis. As 
a matter of fact, 
57 per cent of Mis- 
souri’s Negro pop- 
ulation resides in 
this city. The two 

of cities, St. Louis 
? 4 and Kansas City, 
Public Opinion decal ik ie 
gro population of 
214,000 and 87,900 
respectively, contain about four-fifths 
or 79 per cent of the total Negro popu- 
lation in the state of Missouri. 

Today in the central area of St. 
Louis, bounded by the city limits on 
the west, the river on the east, and 
roughly on the north by Natural Bridge 
and on the south by Park avenue, live 
an estimated 210,000 or 98 per cent of 
the Negro population. A similar demo- 
graphic pattern of Negro population 
concentration existed in this area in 
1950. 

For the purpose of this analysis, the 
area of Negro population concentra- 
tion in St. Louis was divided into three 
sections, namely, from Grand to the 
river, from Kingshighway to Grand 
and from the city limits to Kingshigh- 
way. The changes which occurred in 
the non-white population in the three 
sections between 1950 and 1960, actual 
and percentage-wise, are enumerated 
on the outline map. 

Slum clearance, urban redevelopment 
and urban renewal activity in the ’40s 
and ’50s, which levelled undesirable 
and sub-standard dwelling units in the 
area east of Grand (where 55 per cent 
of the Negro population lived in the 
early 1950s) forced some non-whites

Between Book Ends 


THE FLEET IN THE WINDOW, by

From the cliff overhanging the 
China sea Peter saw the Japanese 
ships arrive and raced to tell his 
mother, Father Gibney at the Episco-

to move north and west into the only 
residential areas available to them, 
while others took up residence in low 
cost public housing project which had 
replaced slum dwellings. 

With the reduction in the number of 
sub-standard dwelling units, the immi- 
grant Negro of the ’50s found a ‘“‘no 
vacancy” sign out when he sought 
housing in the slums. And, like the 
uprooted resident Negro, he too either 
moved into public housing or looked 
further west for shelter. 

One of the most striking develop- 
ments in the mobility of the Negro 
population in St. Louis during the past 
decade has been the unprecedented in- 
crease in his population in the west 
end area between Kingshighway and 
the city limits. The Negro population 
here, triggered by the pressures of Mill 
Creek on the east, mutiplied fifty-fold, 
going from 1150 in 1950 to 57,300 in 
1960! At the same time the white 
population in the area declined 70 per 
cent, from 81,500 to 24,400, 

In 1956 the City Plan Commission 
published a study which indicated that 
about 20 per cent of all housing units 


aplomb than the others. Dr. Baldwin 
stayed in the hills to do what he could 
for the natives and for the resistance.

Weeks later when 
they let him go back to the village 
internees he was greeted as a hero. 
Only Peter knew how wicked he had 


in the area bounded by Delmar, Nat- 
ural Bridge, city limits and Kingshigh- 
way, were built before 1900, 70 per 
cent built between 1900 and 1919 and 
only 10 per cent since 1920. The study 
also showed that blight already had 
a firm hold and there was urgent need 
for a major program of rehabilitation 
and modernization in the area. 

As middle and upper income fami- 
lies leave this area they are being re- 
placed by those in the low income 
group. This pattern, if it continues, 
will tend to accelerate housing and 
neighborhood deterioration which is 
common to the area, 

While there is no simple solution to 
this problem Dr. Robert Weaver, Na- 
tional Housing Administrator, pointed 
to the crux of the matter when he said, 
“Either we increase appreciably the 
social, economic and residential mo 
bility of non-whites . . . or we will con- 
tinue to tear down one slum only to 
create others....”’ 


We propose, therefore, that certain 
steps be initiated which we believe 
would do much to slow down, if not 
deter, the progress of blight and slums 
in the west central area. They are: 

1. Eliminate the racially restrictive 
pattern in private housing in both the 
city and the county. This would make 
available to Negroes thousands of ad- 
ditional housing units and building 
sites; it would stimulate home building 
to meet new housing demands and last 
it would bring a reduction in over- 
crowding and slum dwelling. 


2. Expand neighborhood improvement 
programs that stimulate, educate and 
motivate citizens to accept greater re- 
sponsibility in the maintenance of their 
homes and neighborhoods, thereby 
aiding in the conservation of standard 
neighborhoods. 


3. Provide those who are displaced 
by urban renewal and slum clearance 
programs with safe and sane housing, 
needed to halt ‘‘slum renewal” in other 
residential areas of the community, 

4. Enforce more vigorously housing 
ordinances. 

5. Take all necessary steps to reduce 
unemployment and underemployment.

Sale Up 
To Veeck 


CHICAGO, June 5 (AP)—Presi- 
dent Bill Veeck is expected to 
hand down the final decision to 
day on the sale of controlling in- 
terest in the Chicagn White Sox. 

“It’s all up to Veeck,’’ said 
vice-president Hank Greenberg 
“If he decides to sell, we sell. If 
not, we stay.”’ 

Veeck, Greenberg and A. C. 
Allyn, Jr.. own 54 per cent of 
Sox stock and their interest is 
being sought by a_ syndicate 
which includes entertainer Dan- 
ny Thomas. Spokesman and ap- 
parent head of the group is Chi- 
cago attorney Bernard Epton. 

“We have made a firm offer.” 
said Epton yesterday. ‘‘Now it is 
up to them. There's no question 
of money. We have more than 
necessary. I made the offer to 
Mr. Allyn and also gave him a 
check.”’ 

There were some rumors ves. 
terday concerning money diffi- 
culties by the Epton group and 
possibilities of others bidding 
for the Veeck stock. 

‘IT don't know anything about 
other bidders,”’ said Epton. ‘‘We 
can raise up to $6,000.000 and if 
it is necessary, Danny Thomas 
could put up the entire amount 
himself.”’ ' 


The Epton group. reportedly * 
has offered $4,800,000 for the 


Veeck stock. 


Although the Veeck group 
would realize a tidy profit from 
such a sale, it is not helieved 
that Veeck would consider sell- 
ing at this time if it weren't be- 
cause of ill health.

Somehow, she 
knows what each child is do- 
ing, who will be home for 
lunch or dinner, what guests 
are coming and whether the 
ducks or rabbits are in or out 
of their cages. 


The telephone is always ring- 
ing. Four times out of five it’s 
someone asking Ethel Kennedy 
to help with a charity, to sponsor 
a benefit, or appear at a public 
function—and four times out of 
five she says yes. 

How does she manage? Well, 
she’s as full of energy as a vita- 
min pill and she’s always been 
used to a life of action. She 
grew up in Greenwich, Conn., 
sixth of the seven Skakel chil- 
dren, and learned to ride, swim, 
play golf, tennis, softball and 
touch football—the game the 
Kennedys made famous. 

In an age of aggressive career 
wives, Ethel Kennedy is one

When she married Bobby 11 
years ago (she’d been the college 
roommate of his youngest sister, 
Jean) she was a greenborn at 
politics. But she caught on fast 
and by last fall had become a 
political pro. Her 1960 Christmas 
present from her brother-in-law, 
the President, is a map of the 
United States which hangs up- 
stairs at Hickory Hill. There’s a 
red dot for each place Ethel 
campaigned last fall. Texas, 
where she traveled with Mrs. 
Lyndon Johnson, is a sea of red 
dots. So are Nebraska, West Vir- 
ginia, Wisconsin, Connecticut, 
New Jersey, Pennsylvania and 
New York. 


At Hickory Hill there are end- 
less things to do and many 
things to see in the lovely old 
brick house which Robert Ken- 
nedy took over from his brother, 
John, four years ago. 

Like its mistress, it is bright 
and gay, done in the 
vibrant colors she likes best— 
blue and green in the living 
room—pink, orange and yellow 
in the dining room. 

In the front hall is the Attor- 
ney General’s collection of his-

“God in heaven, I have a sense of humor. and that’s 
hard to come by these days—particularly at Twentieth Cen- 
tury-Fox. I’m always getting left. That's what happens to 
dramatic acresses. They're always getting left. Katherine 
Hepburn practically made a career out of getting left. This 
is the sort of part dramatic actresses dream about—the sort 
of part they. win Acamedy Awards for. 

“But I don’t want to be a great dramatic actress. |

Mother Tells of Search, Capture and Observation of Blackie After Son Was Nipped: a Happy

DOGS ARE WELCOME at our 

house. But dog bites are not. 
Especially since the city pound 
says that only a quarter of St. 
Louis’s estimated 85,000 dogs 
have had rabies shots. Fortu- 
nately the strenuous efforts of the 
pound’s Rabies Control Division 
have virtually eliminated the 
disease within the city limits. 
There have bees no clinicaily 
established cases of rabies in the 
city since 1956. But rabies has 
been reported in the county this 
year. 

When our first grader, leisurely 
enjoying his bath, displayed a 
small red mark on his wrist, 
alarm bells began to ring wildly 
in my brain, 

“Which dog bit you?”’ I asked, 
trying to keep my voice suitable 
for bathtime frivolity. 

Reflectively he moved up an- 
other boatload of plastic dino- 
saurs which were making a 
frontal attack on a floating pla- 
toon of Confederate soldiers. 

‘‘Bullet’s cousin. It’s all right 
He was just playing,”’ replied 
my child, a dog lover like | am. 

Bullet is a large, handsome 
blond dog which daily escorts 
his young mistress to the house 
next door, which serves as a de- 
pot for her school bus. His mis- 
sion accomplished, he immedi- 
ately attracts a host of ‘‘cous- 
ins,” both pets and _ strays, 
with which he frolics in our 
parkway. The involvement of 
the retriever’s large family con- 
nection only increased my 
fright. 

‘What did Bullet’s cousin look 
like?”

Otherwise the 
boy will have to have rabies 
shots.” 

When I looked up rabies, or 
hydrophobia, in our encyclo- 
pedia, I discovered why our 
doctor was so concerned. The 
disease is invariably fatal unless 
treated in time. And it is a 
horrendous way to die. 

‘You've always admired Sher- 
lock Holmes,” I said to myself 
grimly as I saw the Confeder- 
ates beat back the dinosaurs. 
The splashing battle seemed to 
drag interminably, though usu- 
ally bath time is the coziest 
hour in the day.

Now internationally famous in 
the younger folk-song set, “‘The 
Brothers Four” are a bit bedaz- 
zied by a quick success, but 
aren't swept off their feet by it. 
Right now, as perhaps the hot- 
test and newest group of per- 
formers in the college enter- 
tainment circuit, they are eter- 
nally grateful to Alexander Gra- 
ham Bell. 

The four, all between the ages 
of 21 and 23, are Dick Foley, 
Mike Kirkland, John Paine and 
Bob Flick. They are as refresh- 
ing as a prairie breeze. They 
primarily are a vocal group but 
they all help in accompanying 
themselves on stringed instru- 
ments.

Phiebitis means inflammation of a vein—‘phleb’’ 
for vein and “‘itis” for 
inflammation. 

It occurs most usu- 
ally in a leg, but can 
take place elsewhere. 

Some injury to the 
leg, resulting in dam- 
age to a vein, is one 
cause. Another is some 
continuing trouble, 
varicose veins being 
the commonest. Some- 
times, also, this sort 
of trouble may result 
as an aftermath of an 
operation or of child- 
birth. 

Now let’s add another word to phlebitis and make 
it “thrombophlebitis.” That’s the term we use if a 
thrombus (a clot, or some other obstructan) is clog: 
ging the vein. 
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A thrombus, or clot, can easily develop as a result of 
inflammation in a vein. On the other hand, it is possible to 
have inflammation in a vein without a clot. 

Phlebitis, in acute cases, can be quite painful and dis- 
abling. It also has the nasty habit of hanging on. Unlike a 
surface injury or ailment, the trouble is inside the vein where 
you can’t get at it for direct medication. 

Therefore it is fruitless to expect treatment to put an end 
to the trouble in a few days, Indeed, in many, cases, while 
the major discomfort is relieved fairly quickly, the condition 
must be watched for quite a few months. The leg must be 
guarded against any bump or strain that might stir up the 
inflammation anew. 
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It may be wise in some cases to wear an elastic 
stocking to support the weakened and irritated vein. 
Relieving pressure on the vein by sitting with the 
injured leg raised and resting on a cushion on a chair, 
or on a hassock, may be helpful. ; 

This does not, however, mean that a leg with 
phlebitis necessarily benefits by complete rest. In 
fact, some reasonable activity may and usually is 
good for the condition. But not excessive strain!

You’ve noticed, no doubt, the number of times I’ve just 
said ‘“‘may” or “maybe.” That’s because the severity of 
phlebitis varies so widely. Very moderate treatment, and just 
reasonable carefulness, is best for lesser cases. In extreme 
ones the patient may have to be kept in bed, and given the 
most painstaking treatment. You can’t generalize. You have 
to examine the particular case, and then decide how drastic 
the treatment ought to be.

| EVEN THOUGH we may see 


good things about the spider 
race, it is rare to find a. human 
being who “‘likes spiders.” 

Spiders are ugly to our eyes. 
If one of them could be magni- 
fied to the size of a bull, it would 
look like a dangerous enemy. If 
the small amount of poison in 
the bite of an average spider 
could be increased in propor- 
tion, the bull-size spider would 
be one of the worst animals on 
earth, 

Fortunately, nothing like that 
is to be expected. If spiders 
ever started to grow to enor- 
mous size, men would find ways 
to strike them down. 

Q. How large are spiders? 

A. Most spiders have bodies 
less than.a third of an inch long. 
Measuring the, span of their legs, 
we find that most spiders are 
hardly an inch ‘‘wide.”’ 

So-called ‘“‘house spiders” dif- 
fer a great deal in size. I have 


seen them with a leg span of 


less than half an inch in the 
Great Lakes area, and with a 
span of more than three inches 
in Florida. 

The larger spiders are found 
in tropical and subtropical parts 
of the earth. Some southwestern

To find the really big spiders, 
we must go to the Torrid zone 
In Brazil] and the Guianas we 
find spiders with a leg span of 
more than seven inches. One 
spider with a body three inches 
long and a leg span of 10 inches 
was captured in French Guiana

the tribe are those known as 
“bird-eating spiders."’ Reports 
that seem reliable say that young 
hummingbirds are among their 
victims.
